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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following claimed 
subject matter must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s): 

Flexible riser section, accumulators, hook load compensators, coiled tubing, 
wellhead, system for monitoring the load. 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the submitted abstract fails 
to include pertinent components of apparatus claimed as the invention. Correction is 
required.

5. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim 
references further limiting the claim itself as opposed to being dependent on a 
preceding limitation. The Examiner views claim 4 as further limiting claim 1 for 
examining purposes. Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shali be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fikes et 
al. (U.S. 6,554,075). 

With regard to claim 1, Fikes discloses a system for handling coiled tubing 
comprising a frame (40), a load compensation system (60), and a flexible riser (31). 

With regard to claim 2, Fikes teaches the frame (40) comprising at least two legs. 
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With regard to claim 3, the reference discloses a frame (40) comprising an upper 
(180) and lower (160) section. 

With regard to claim 4, the reference teaches a load compensation mechanism 
(60) positioned in the lower section (160). 

With regard to claim 5, the reference discloses the load compensation (60) 
comprises an accumulator (66). 

With regard to claim 6, the reference discloses a load compensation system (60) 
having a plurality of accumulators (66). 

With regard to claim 7, the reference discloses a system where in the load 
compensation mechanism (60) comprises a hook load compensator (186). 

With regard to claim 8, the reference teaches a system comprising a plurality of 
hook load compensators. See Column 6, lines 44-53. 

With regard to claim 9, the reference discloses hook load compensators (186) 
angled off of vertical. 

With regard to claim 10, the reference teaches a frame (40) supporting the load 
of a BOP (164) and coiled tubing injector (162) and dynamic weight of coiled tubing 
(16). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fikes et 

al. (U.S. 6,554,075) in view of Wetch et al. (U.S. 6,688,814). 

The device of Fikes et al. discloses the invention as applied to claims 1-10 

above, but fails to teach the system further comprising a system for monitoring the load 

on the wellhead and providing compensation therefore. Wetch et al. discloses a system 

for monitoring loads during riser assembly, installation, positioning, preloading, and 

supporting, wherein load cells (16) supply support load, preload, and tensioning load 

data to a monitoring system; and the loads are adjusted using hydraulic cylinders (13) 

and adjustment nuts (9). Wetch et al. suggests that it is useful to monitor such loads 

because flexible pipe or dynamic riser connections transfer excessive peak and/or jerk 

loads onto the wellhead connectors when exposed to extreme environmental 

conditions. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of 

the invention to modify the riser assembly of Fikes et al. to include the load cell and 

compensation equipment of Wetch et al. in order to provide increased stability and 
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motion restraint while loading the wellhead and compensation capabilities to bring riser 
and loads to safe levels.
